When we cannot fill large orders for very small plants, 
we always substitute a larger size for the same price, count- 
ing the stems or segments of each clump for a single small 
plant. We do not raise cacti from seed, and seedling plants 
of the desert are few in proportion to large specimens which 
we collect. We commence to ship plants March Ist to 
northern States and Europe.
